W ASHINGTOR, Jan 16.—[By the As. 
sociated Press.] Senate.—Supplemental 
petitions were presented aguinst the 
passage of thé Biections Bill, from Ar- 
kansas, California, Delaware, Georgia, 
aryland, Missouri, North Carolina, 
irginia aud West Virginia. They 
include over 8,000 signatures. 

Mr. Mitchell introduced a bill provid- 
ing for the temporary government of 
Alaska. Referred. 

On motion of Mr. Dolph. the Senate 


bill appropriating $1,873,000 for the 
early completion of the improve- | 
ment of thé mouth of the Co- | 
lumbia river, Oregon, and $815,000 
for the early GOMpletion of canals and | 
locks at the Gaséades of the Columbia 
River, Oregon, was taken from the 
calendar. Expignations and remarks 
in favor of th® immediate passing of 
the bill were made by Messrs. Dolph, 
Mitchell, Goftiaa and Gibson. The 
bill passed, 


At the close of the morning hour | 


the Vice-President laid before the 
Senate as ““unfimished business“ the 
Elections Bill, and Mr. Pasco took the 
floor to make n argument against 
it. He. soon yielded to Mr. Hoar, who 
had read an aftigle from the Anglo- 
Saxon Churchm of Little Rock. 
speuking of elegti@n methods. etc. 

Mr. Jones of ausas stated that 
the writer of article was not a 
southern mau; as a truthful, well- 
meaning man, Bae had not been on 


the matter, and erefore his opinion 
was worth to more than that of the 
Senator from Magsachusetis. 

Mr. Berry of Afkansas took part in 


the discussion, Speaking of Senator 
Hoar as a man who had passed his 
life stirring up #tfife among his neigh- 
bors, the danger of which he never 
shared bimse 7.

Lockwood Granted Another 
Long Continuance. 


NOT . READY 90 1 


* 


The Ex-Justice’s une Decline to 
Go Into Court with Him—Crim- 
inals Discharged for Lack | 
of Evidence. 


Ex-City Justice Walter C. Lockwood will 
not be tried until March 4, next. His case 
was yesterday continued until that date by 
Superior Judge Smith of Department One. 

Prompgly at 10 o’clock yesterday morning 
the defendant Lockwood appeared in the 
courtroom, He was not accompanied by 
his counsel, Messrs. Shinn and Ling. The 
cause bad been set for trial on the 16th. 
When it was called up District Attorney 
McLachlan announced that the People were 
ready to go to trial. 

Lockwood then arose and asked the court 
to grant a motion for acontinuanse. He 


claimed that his attorneys were busy, could 
not attend to his and do- 


ranted 
cient time Lackweod said that he 4 
draw up the necessary affidavit giving the 
grounds upon which he would ask that his 
case be put off. 

The District Attorney demanded that the 
defendant be required to make this affidavit 
before the motion to continue the case be 
considered by the court. 

Judge Smith from the bench stated that 
he theaght it was indeed a very singular 
condition of affairs that Lockwood’s coun- 
sel had declined te come into the courtroom 
with him. He said that. kw was 
himself a lawyer, and knew what the form- 
ulas were, He gave it out that be did not 
intend to stand any trifling in the matter of 
continuing criminal cases. Once they were 
set for trial he intended to have them tried 
on the day set unless some extraordinary 
reasou arose why a motion to continue 
should be granted. 

Lockwood was surprisingly impudent. 
He said that be resen the insinuation 
of the court thathe was trifling. He had 
not Known until 9 o’ciock, just an hour 
before, that the District Attorney was 
going to object to any motion for a con- 
tinuance. He asked that he be given until 
1:30 p. m. to prepare an affidavit. 

_ The judge conunned ihe case until 1:80 
p. m. as requested and the term trial jury 
was excused until that time. 

When vourt was convened at the after- 
noon session Lockwood was on hand with 
his affidavit, which he ge seen to the 
court, In the affidavit Lockwood sw re 
that he had been tried on December 6, 1890, 
on the same charge resting against 
him now; that the result was a 
mistrial; that then he was 
stand ‘trial, but to 
District Attorney he bad coasented to a 
continuance until January 16; that his 
counsel was now engaged in preparing for 
a case Which involves a great many thou- 
sands of dollars: that he had been unable to 
employ new counsel owing to the intricate 
and complicated factsin the case. Lock- 
wood closed his affidayit with these words: 

“This continuance is asked not for the 
purpose of delay but that justice may be 


T he reading of this paragraph caused an 
audibie smile throughout the courtroom. 

Upon this showing Judge Smith contin-. 
ued the case until March 4. 

The taxpayers of Los Angeles county 
paid about $200 as a result of this continu- 
ance, owiug to the fact that Lockwood’s 
lawyers could not go totrial. Thousands of 
dollars of county money sre spent annually 
by continuing criminal cases after they have 
been set for trial. 

A term trial jury was drawn some time 
ago. The Damron case was set for the 8th 
of this month, and the jurors were notified 
to be present on that date,as it was expected 
that it would be necessary to secure a jury 
for the trial of the case. But a continuance 
was granted until February 16. The jurors 
were excused until yesterday. Neverthe- 
less they were entitled to per diem and 
mile for their attendance, which for 
forty jurors amounted to about $200. That 
is what the continuance of the Damron case 
has cost the property-owners of this oo 

Yesterday the 1 was on hand agaio, as 
per ivstruction ut the usual continu- 
ance was again granted and the juty was 
excused until January 20. The result is 
that the Los Angeles county treasury is de- 
pleted to the extent of about $200.

The members of the City Council, to- 
gether with Vice-President and General 
Manager Burnett, the local engineer of the 
company, ex-Mayor Workman and several

ited the river front to inspect the levees 
recently constructed by the Terminal Rall- 
way Company, and to go over the right-of- 
way to iuform themseives by a personal 
view regarding certain matters that will 
probably come before the Council at the 
next mevting. The ‘Terminal, it is claimed, 
is having some trouble about its right-of- 
way, and the stockholders say there is a 
disposition on the part of some of the prop- 
erty-holders through whose land the road 
wants torun toimpose on them by demanding 
exorbitant prices for right-of-way, because 
they think they cannot get through in apy 
other way. It bas been generaliy supposed 
that the Terminal’s right-of-way on the 
east bank of the river was a Flft on the 
part of the city. This is a mistake. 
Council really only granted the 
right-of-way across certain streets, and ney 
are buying such ground as they peed. To 
help them out of their difficulties, the com- 
pany, it is suid, has determined to ask for 
certain changed and amendments to its 
‘franchise, and this matter will be brought: 
before the Council as soon as the necessary 
details can be put in shape, The cv 
pany’s levees are practically compiete, an 
as far as can be judged, the work so far 
done is first-class, for which reason the 
Council appear to be willing to make any 
reasonable concessions asked for. 

THE FIRE COMMISSION. 

The unsettled condition in which the Fire 
Commission was left by the abrupt adjourn- 
ment of the Council Mouday afternoon, 
has caused considerable comment about the 
City Hall, and among municipal politicians 
generally. It was generally conceded be- 
tore the Council meeting that a majority of 
the members favored Walter 8. Moore for 
chief of the department, aud that a combi- 
nation had been arranged whereby he was 
to take charge, with Dan Moriarty as his 
assistant. Five members of the Council 
were said to favor this move, while four 
were opposed to it. on we tgrouud that 
Chief Strohm had made an efficient 
officer, that the condition of the de- 
purtwent was satisfactury, and that nothing 
would be gained by achauge at this time. 
Mr. Moore’s friends were confident that 
they had everything arranged, and some of 
his partisans were Openly boasting on the 
strevts that they would soon be in power. 
The names of the new commissioners even 
were given, aud were published at the time. 
In view of all of this, it was thought that 
ail that remained was for the Council to de- 
clare the offices of Firs Commissioners 
vacant, elect thé Moore-Moriarity commis- 
siovers aiready agreed upon, and the mat- 
ter would be settled. In the Council, bow- 
ever, Mr. ‘Tufts, the leader of the wing Op- 

posed to the change, by a clever /ittle piece of 
— work, checkraated the ma- 
jority, aud beltore they fully realized 
what bad taken place, both the old 
Police Commissioners and the Fire Oom- 
missioners were declared elected. This 
knocked the programme completely 
out, and consternation reigned fora time. 
Tue whole thing took place in open Coun- 
cil meeting, and as there was a very gen- 
eral disposition on the partof those in fa- 
vor of a change to avoid showing their 
hand, they werein adilemma. ‘There was 
considerable talk back aud forth, when Mr. 
Rees came to the rescue witha motion to 
reconsider. ‘The motion preyailed, which 
opened up the whole matter again, and Mr. 
Kees moved thatthe old Police Board be 
deciared reé:ected. ‘This motion prevailed 
and the discussion was about to pr 1 
when a nto adjouro was carried, and 
the Council broke up without settling the 
matter. 

Since tiie adjournment, as above stated, 
the question hasbeen generally discussed. 
and it is now stated that Strohm has a fair . 
chance of remaining where be is. Quite a 
number of well-known RKepubilca::s are 
using their influence in behalf of Strohm.

It ie the aspiration, sleeping and 
waking, of Leland Stanford to be 
President of the United States. To 
that end he has been secretly working 
for years; and though he has from 
time to time denied the possession of 
such an ambition, this fact is only au- 
other proof of our allegation that he 
the disease, It is like him to 
deny, it for be works by opposites. 

His aim isto become the candidate 
of the Farmers’ Allianoe in, 1892. 
Ever since the birth of this new rain- 
bow-chasing party Mr. Stanford bas 
been specially aetive in laying the 
foundations of a scheme to take pos- 
session of it for his own personal 


As a part of that scheme, he intro- 
duced in the Senate his iand-loao 
bill. Did be introduce that bill with 
the expectation of it becoming a law? 
By no means—not by a large major- 
ity!’ Congress will never pass that 
bill, and Mr. Stanford would not have 
it become a law if ho could. Why? 
Because it is visionary, impracticable 
and unconstitutional to the last do- 
gree, and, if it ever became a 
law, it would fail of its purpose, 
condemn itself in practice and make 
its author odious. Mr. Stanford is 
sagacious enough to know this, and 
carefully stopped short of any attempt 
to consummate his benevolent scheme 
for the benefit of the grangers, He 
knows full well that the scheme in 
embryo—the thing undeveloped—-the 
object that exists in the mind’s eye 
and thatis viewed from a distance is 
more alluring and seductive to the 
human imagination than the cold real- 
ity. When a bad measure becomes a 
law and its operations prove impotent or 
disastrous in practice, it speedily con- 
demns itself and relegates its author 
to the limbo of obscurity or to the do- 
main of public contempt. Mr. Stan- 
ford is altogether too smooth a citizen 
to allow himself to be placed in such a 
dilemma, He prefers to hold up before | 
the covetous gaze of the American 


-| farmer a rose-hued measure that prom- 


ises much for the bucolic citizen, but 

which will perform more for Mr. Stan- 

He has, in 

bis own estimation, calculated nicely, 

and hopes that his scheme for the 

amelioration of the farmer will do its 

work by 1892, and that all that portion 

of the hungry agriculturists who are of 

the borrowing class will, by that time, 

be ready, in their eagerness to proclaim 

Mr. Stanford a great public benefactor, 

to fall over each other in their rush to 

the polls to vote for him. It makes no 
difference that his scheme has not be- 

come and never will become a law; it 
makes no difference that the committee 

to which his bill was referred sent it 

back to the Senate with the fatal 

words, Recommended to be indefi- 

nitely postponed“ marked in pencil on 

the upper left-hand corner; it makes 
no difference that the measure is baldly 

and brazenly unconstitutional—all the 
same the granger is expected to be 

caught by Mr. Stanford’s chaff, and to 
vote for him for President with a 
whoop and a hurrah. 

When a Senator of the United 
States deliberately brings forward a 
measure such as Mr. Stauford's land- 
loan bill and seriously expects it to be- 
come a law de loses sight en- 
tirely of the fact, which every 
schoolboy knows, that the Con- 
Kress has no power, under the Con- 
stitution, to enact any law granting 
special privileges or immunities to any 
citizen or class of citizens. Here isa 
‘proposition to loan to farmers, on land 
security, money at two per cent. inter- 
est per annum; and yet the merchant, 
the banker, the owners of blocks of 
buildings, of ships, or of railroads are 
inhibited from borrowing money from 
the Government upon equally good 
security. The bare statement of the 
ease condemas Mr. Stanford’s land- 
loan bill as unequal, unjust and ab- 
surd in its provisions. 

And yet, notwithstanding its fate in 
committee, he complacently re-intro- 
duces it, and makes anew the original 
speech with which he launched it—not 
with the hope or expectation that it 
will become a law, but solely for the 
sake of keeping his ideas before the 
country and booming himself for the 
Presidency. Of the truth of this there 
is, in our minds, not a particle of 
doubt. 

Mr. Stanford has yet another alluring 
scheme of legislation. Even before 
the birth of the land-loan bill. 
which was to make the farmers 
rich and happy, the Senator pro- 
jected upon the courtesy of the Sen- 
ate“ his scheme for codperation, ac- 
companied by a bill aud a speech, 
pointing out how the laboring millions 
may avoid work and grow rich by the 
simple process of codperation. This 
scheme was nearly as rose-hued as 
Bellamy’s, and it, too, took the form of 
au ignis fatuus, always in the distance 
and never within grasp. It mattered 
not that practical codperation may 
be carried on to the fullest without the 
aid of Congressional law, nor that it 
cannot be made possible by the force 
oflaw. Mr. Stanford had no expecta- 
tion that bis benevolent scheme would 
be crystallized iato law; he only de- 
sired to get before the country, and be- 
fore the laboring masses who have 


votes to give, his alluring project for. 


their amelioration. That was enough 
tox him; the imagiuation of the average 
American voter would do the rest. 
Here, again, he nicely calculated that 
the masses who toil with their bands 
would flock to the polls and trample 
upon each other in their eagerness to 
vote for the author of this beneficent 
scheme. Had the measure become a 
law and failed of its object, as it 
surely would, the bubble would have 
been pricked, the scales would 
have fallen from the eyes of the me- 
chanic and the laborer, and they would 
have exclaimed, with oue voice: Be- 
hold, this law is a humbug, and this 
man, the authorof it. is an impostor! 
e will have none of itor him!“ Mr. 
Stanford, the oily citizen and the in- 
sidious politician, was toocrafty to take 
such chances. Iie introduced his bill, 
not co pass it, but to let it sleep in 
committee forever, while its ideas went

minds of the average American voter. 
But the most amazing part of Mr. 


| Stanford’s colossal scheme is to come. 


It is no less than a project to force the 


Republican party to indorse him, after 


he shail have first secured the nomina- 
tion of the Farmers’ Alliance. This 


| piece of stupendous audacity is based 


upon Mr. Stanford’s idea that the 

Republican . party is weak and 

timid; that it will be weak aud 
‘timid in 1892; that it cannot 
afford to antagonize the Farmers’ Al- 

liance or Mr. Staaford; that he him- 

self, posing as a Republican, is as 

much entitled to the indorsement of 

the party as any other one of its repre- 

sentatives, aud that he, being an 

available man, with $50,000,000 in one 

pocket and a Presidential nomination 

in the other, cannot be ignored by the 

Republican party! 

This is an outline of the insidious 

and far-reaching project which long 
since possessed the mind of Senator 
Stanford. He has, in short, a purpose 
to mold, manipulate and use the peo- 
ple of the whole United States ashe has 
done the people and the Legislatures 
of California, and both history and 
tradition tell bow that has been done. 
Nogang of graders on Stanford’s lines 
of railroad were ever more completely 
under his personal control than have 
been more than one Legislature of this 
State, 
But what of this colossal scheme of 
the California Senator’s? Will it 
work? Will it be possible for a single 
man to command the great Republican 
party, and bend it to his will? Will 
his experience in handling men, legis- 
latures, millions, and railways in Cali- 
fornia be extended to the wide area of 
the whole Republic? It is impossible ! 
This magnificent bubble, with the 
golden hue of the Golden West, has 
reached its limit of expansion, and 
will yet burst into ten thousand frag- 
ments, leaving a wreck behiad that will 
forever stand as testimony to the grand 
truth that the Republic has a surer, 
more solid and more enduring 
foundation than gold. If Amer- 
ican liberty is to be preserved and free 
government to endure on earth, this 
people must return to the simplicity, 
the integrity and the honor which 
marked the founding of the nation.

THE PACIFIC RAILROADS. 


The question of the indebtedness of 
the Pacific railroads to the Government 
is up again. It is a ghost that will not 
down until the railroads themselves are 
either “downed”’ or held up and made to 
pay. The vexatious problem is once more 
before Congress. Strenuous efforts are 
making by the Union Pacific and the 
Central Pacific to secure further ex- 
tensions of the time in which to 
pay their debts and to lower 
the rate of interest. These wards 
of the Government, so to speak, 
now demand a hundred y ears in which 
to pay and coolly propose that the rate 
of interest shall be reduced to 2 per 
cent., and even to 1} per cent. per an- 
num. Meantime, one of the Idaho 
Senators has introduced a measure 
forfeiting the charters of the Pacific 
railroads, main and branch lines, and 
authorizing condemnation proceedings 
against the property, with a view 
to the Government taking posses- 
sion. A synopsis of this impor- 
tant measure is printed on this 
page. The indebtedness of the roads 
to the Government amounts, at this 
time, to the enormous sum of $126,- 
000,000. The preamble to the bill ex- 
presses the fear that. as the Govern- 
ment holds only second mortgages on 
the properties, its security will become 
worthless, and that it is in danger of 
sacrificing its investment. 


The Government should not be hard | 


on the boys. In the case of the Cen- 
tral Pacific, itis well known that Mr. 
Stanford anc his associates have been 
compelled to draw out many millions 
of dollars during the past twenty years 
for various essential purposes, such as 
the persuasion of legislatures, salaries 
of political and personal henchmen, 
for the support of newspapers, for the 
building of palaces and a great univer- 
sity, and for pocket money and the 
like. Under these trying financial 
circumstances, how could it be 
expected that they would pay 
Uncle Sam anything on account? 
When the roads are bankrupt, what 
cruelty it is on the part of the Govern- 
ment to add to the keen sufferings and 
poignant grief of the owners by press- 
ing them for payment. Is there no 
humanity left in Congress? And what 
has become of the bankrupt law, that 
the poor struggling owners of the Pa- 
cific railroads are not permitted to take 
advantage of it? Echo shrieks for an 
answer. 

Meantime, to make matters worse, 
the lines in California still owe the 
State several hundred thousand dol- 
lars for back taxes. Does a coarse and 
brutal Legislature intend to jump on 
to“ these struggling magnets“ and 
frugal citizens and force them to pay 
up? Save the mark! Call in the hu- 
mane officers and appeal to the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Rail- 
road Men. 


SENATOR STANFORD'S NEXT cor

torial aspirants or in public journals to 
be discussing in advance of a Ssnator’s 
death the size and shape of the Sena- 
torial shoes; yet that such is the fact, 
in the case of Senator Hearst, now 
lying at the point of death, cannot be 
disputed.

The Enormous Debt of the Roads 
| Which Is Increasing Annually— 
* The Government Only Holds 
Second Mortgages. — 


There will be no necessity for Sena- 
tor Frye’s special committee on Pacific 
railroads, says a Washington dispatch 
to the San Francisco Chronicle, nor 
need for Mr. Huntington expending 
any time in trying to secure legislation 
in the House if the bill to be intro- 
duced by Senator McConnell of Idaha 
in a few days is received favorably. It 
will be a formal presentation of the 
scheme suggested quite frequently dur- 
ing the past few years, but always 
abandoned because no practical means 
could be found for placing it in opera- 
tion. The bill in brief contemplates 
the placing of all the Pacific subsidized 
roads in the hands of the Government, 
to be conducted under its fostering 
care. 

The long preamble to the bill says 
that the corporations known as the 
Western Union, Union Pacific, Kansas 
Pacific, Central Pacific, the branch of 
the Union Pacific and the Sioux City 
and Pacific Bailway companies are 
indebted to the United States in the 
sum of $126,000,000, and that this in- 
debtedness is being increased at the 
rate of $2,000,000 annually. The roads 
have an additional indebtedness of 
$65,000,000. secured by a first-mortgage- 
bond lien, while the United States is in- 
secure in the possession of second mort- 
gages. These are strong indications, 
the preamble asserts, that the hold- 
ers of first mortgage bonds will fore- 
close and that the franchises will be 
sold, making the securities held by the 
United States entirely valueless. 
Taese roads have had an annual in- 
come of $11,000,000, a sum sufficient to 
pay the United States in full for all 
money advanced, and that would 
probably have been done had not the 
funds been misappropriated. 

The preamble deplores the fact that 
under a decision of the Supreme Court 
default of interest does not authorize the 
United States to foreciose the recorded 
mortgage, and closes with a statement 
that the United States should protect 
itself from possible loss by thorough 
foreclosure and sale of the valuable 
franchises and interests by the holders 
of first mortgage bonds.

mortgages are held by the Government, 
together with all stations and lines 
leading thereto, the Omaha, Oakland, 
Kansas City and San Francisco sta- 
tions being not included in the mort- 


es. 

pe President of the United States 
is then directed to detuil three cers 
of the engiueering corps of thé army to 
cunstitute a board of appraisement, 
and it shall be the duty of this board 
to examine the property appraising 
each line separately. This includes 
all lands granted by the United States 
to build roads, all its appurtenances 
and — — stock, all property 
designated in preamble and property 
fouud to belong to any of the corpora- 
tions. The bill further provides that 
sixty days after the passage of the bill 
the Attorney-General shall institute 
proceedings against all corporations to 
forfeit their charters, franchises, rights 
and privileges of whatever nature they 
may be. 

The financial part of the transaction 
is attended toin directions to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, who will be 
called upon to preparein denomina- 
tions $1, $2, 85, 810. $20, $50 and $100 
full legal-tender notes of the United 
States tothe amount of $250,000,000. 
These notes are to be used in payment 
of the first mortgage bonds when dua 
and to pay the assessed valuation of the 
stations and terminals that are to be 
condemned for public use, as well as to 
pay the floating indebtedness and ail 
accruing claims. None of the money 
is to be used in paying off any of the 
capital stock of auy of the cerpora- 
tions. When all the payments are 
made as prescribed in the act, all the 
franchises and grants made to corpora- 
tions, including condemned property, 
but excepting all lands, shall be vested 
in the United States. 

The Secretary of the Interior, thirty 
days after the investiture of title, shall 
advertise for proposals for leasing for 
a term of fifty years all the railways 
and their rolling stock, and no bid for 
reutal will be received for less than 2 

r cent of $250,000,00U, the amount to 

invested by the nation in properties. 
No bids will be accepted from compet- 
‘ing lines or from officers of corpora- 
tions who are managers of competing 
lines, nor will proposals of foreign 
corporations be considered. 

The bill makes it obligatory upon 
the lessees to keep up first-class pas- 
songer and freight railways, and while 
it expressly prohibits pooling, it al- 
lows traffic arrangements to be en- 
tered into with corporations operating 
railway and steamship lines from 
eastern and western terminals, and 
with railroad connecting lines from 
any point on the leased lines. One of 
the prohibitory clauses declares that 
the lessees shall have no interest, no 
matter how remotely, in mines of coal 
or iron, or the manufactories of lumber 
or salt. The Government will make 
a liberal allowance for terminal 

rounds and facilities, and it will be 
ts duty to inspect the lines and see 
that they are kept in excellent repair. 
Annual reports are to be made to the 
Secretary of the Interior showing all 
transactions. 

One provision that will commend it- 
} self to farmers and producers of pre- 
cious minerals is that when the annual 
report sbows the receipts to be greater 
than the rental the Secretary of 
the Iuterior shall direct the lessee 
to cut freight rates on farming and 
miniog products to such an extent that 
the net receipts will be lowered to an 
extent sufficient to reduce the sum 10 
per cent. below the amount paid for 
rental.

The Strang Case. 
Los ANGELES, Jan. [To the Ed - 
itor of Tux Times.] Yesterday after- 
nooo the last scene in this case, so far 
as the 1 public is concerned, was 
enacted, and a plain, truthful story 
from one cognizant of the facts is cer- 
tainly due the public. Last week, 


while playing at school, broxe his arm 
ust above the elbow. He was taken 
ome, and leaving out all the “divine 
healing” elements of the whole case, 
the 2 satisfied themselve that 
the bones were properly set, though 
without calling a physician. They 
tried putting arm in a sling, 
but found it was more comfort- 
able in a position effected by hold- 
ing the left hand in the right. By 
Monday morning following, baving 
bad no Inflammation, no sleepless nights 
and no sufferings, the boy was suf- 
ficiently convalescent to ask to be 
allowed to go to school, but for fear of 
accident he was not permitied. He 
could let hie arm swing at his side 
quite freely without support from the 
right hand. He used his left band in 
making several bamboo bubble-pipes, 
and in other ways in his boyish oecu- 
pationg * the injured member, 
though with care. : 

Monday afternoon Humane Officer 
Wright appeared with Constable But- 
ter worth and Dr. Conger and asked 
to examine the arm in the interest of 
humanity. Permission was granted, but 
with the distinct understanding that 
the information desired was simply 
whether the arm was in proper condi- 
tion and receiving proper care. Dr. 
Conger did not assert a positive 
opinion that there had been a fracture 
—so perfectly were the bones joined, 
and no directions were given, so far as 
the parents understood, but only the 
advice given that it seemed to them 
better, for the arm ke be band and 
placed in asling. The three had taken 

ats and risen to go, when Dr. Dalrym- 
ple knocked and -was admitted, and 
requested to examino the arm. The 
parents and boy were not willing, 
and do not “know this 
day how he came to be there, as 
ue represented no authority. But 
Mr. Wright empowered him, and the 
family submitted, though with cautions 
as totreatment. Itisenough to say 
that in handling the arm the boy ex- 
perienced a good deal of suffering, the 
tirat for five days. And when Dr. D 
took the arm with one hand above the 
fracture and the other below and 
twisted it so as to make the bones 
ate or ‘‘crepitate,” the ner cried out 
n pain, bidding him stop. The mother 
also enjoined him to stop, feeling that 
already harm had been done. But the 
doctor went on a little time longer and 
reported the bones not in true 
ition. On Wednesday afternoon 
be parties were summoned to appear 
in Judge Gurdner’s court the next 
morning to answer to charges of mis- 
demeanor. I was present tbroughout 
the trial, and without going into de- 
tails, can positively state that the 
charges did not set forth that the boy 
had actually suffered from neglect of 
medical treatment; the prosecution did 
not attempt to show anything of the 
kind during the trial; the judge did 
not investigate that point at all; but 
two things only were taken accouut of, 
namely. that no physiciaa had been in 
attendance and that Drs. Conger and 
Dalrymple claimed merely on general 
principles that such a case should have 
medical attention. The judge ad- 
mitted to me after the trial, that 
had the lad been presented perfectly 
restored, and with every evidence that 
resteration had beon immediate and 
complete at the time the boy was 
rayed for at the public meeting, two 
— after his accident, yet the same 
charges could have been brought and 
would bave had to be entertained, and 
the verdict would have bad to be the 
same, because, not the real welfare of 
the boy, but the technical points men- 
tioned above, were all that came under 
consideration. 

According to the order of the Court, 
the case was this afternoon in my pres- 
ence fully committed to Dr. Whipple, 
a lady physician of Pasadena. She 
found the boy without fever or any in- 

flammat:on of the arm, with no more 

than normal swelling and discol- 
oration, with no discernable dis- 
crepancy in the junction of the 
bones; and the only thing she could 
suggest to do was to support the arm 
in a sling as a precaution against acci- 
deut; but finding, by testing, that that 
| would necessitate raising the arm into 
an uncomfortable position, she waived 
‘even that. All this, notwithstanding 
the fact that the arm is scarcely yet 
as well and strong as it was before 
“crepitation’’ was produced last Mon- 
day. The writer, with all bis interes:. 
could not have wished a more favorable 
verdict than Dr. Whipple gave. 
I call attention to the liberty which 
the verdict accords to the Humane 
Ofdticer to invade and prosecute any 
home, where parents or guardians fail, 
onany ground, whether of faith or 
simple judgment of faith, to procure 
medicai attendance upona sick child 
—in a case where said officer and said 
physicians are willing to swear that 
medical attendance should have been 
provided. Is this bumanity or tyr- 
anpy?

Lieut, Taylor Advises Them to Obey 
the Orders of Gen. Miles. 


Good Results Are Expected from the 
Conference — Ten Guns Are 
Given Up—Departure of 
the Cheyennes. 


‘By Telegraph to Nimes. 

Pine Riper (8. D.,) Jan. 16.—-[By 
the Associated Press.] This morning 
it was reported on good authority that 
Gen. Miles had ordered civilians to 
keep away from the hostiles’ camp, be- 
cause he intended to disarm the In- 
dians if he bad to shell their camp to 
accomplish his purpose. Adjt.-Gen. 
Corbin was asked if Gen. Miles had 
issued such an order, but he would 
neither admit nor deny that such was 
the case. So long, he claimed, as arms 
are being surrendered by thé~indians, 
there is no necessity to ust force. 

This morning about twenty Indians 
came into the agency under Little 
Hawk and surrendered thirty-one 
guns. Their clothing was not searched, 
and no one doubted that they bore 
hidden arms, which they would not 
hesitate to use in case of an emergency. 
Thus far fifty-one guns have been 
turned over out of at least fourteen 
hundred, which the hostiles are be- 
lieved to possess. 

A TALK WITH THE HOSTILES. 


This afternoon an important confer- | 


ence took place on the invitation of the 
Ogallalas in the vicinity of the friendly 
camp. Six hundred Brules were pres- 
ent. The Ogallalas had prepared a 
feast of hot coffee and boiled dog. The 
only white men present were Lieut. 
Taylor, Ninth Cavalry, commander of 
the Ogallala scouts, aud ex-Agent Mc- 
Gillicuddy. All of the prominent 
Ogaliala and Brule chiefs were present. 
American Horse made a strong talk 
in favor of the Indians’ complying with 
Gen. Miles’s disarming order, and say- 
ing that the chiefs should .return to 
their homes and bring their young men 
to respect their white friends, dissuade 
them from violence and compel their 
children to return to school. 
STARVED AT ROSEBUD. 

Short Bull said that many of the 
Rosebud Indians wauted to come to 
Pine Ridge because they knew that 
they would be treated better there. 
‘They were starved at Rosebud some- 
times. They wanted to live with their 
brothers in one place. The people car- 
ried lies about the Indians when they 
were separated. 

High Pipe and Two Strike also 
spoke, and were followed by Standing 
Soldier, a fine young chief, member of 
the Taylor scouts. He said that some 
had come to the agency to make 
trouble and had killed friendly In- 

That bad caused the soldiers 
to be sent against them, and made 
Gen Miles command them to lay down 
their arms. He hoped that all of them 
would comply with the order, because 
it would bring peace again. Ashort 
time ago he had brought to White Hat 
(Lieut, Taylor,) a good many of Sitting 
Bull's men. They were now in camp. 
They had been well treated and their 

nies fed with grain and hay. “if Big 

oot and his band had at once come 
in they would have been treated in the 
same manner. The trouble which 


came to him was brought on by his 


own people. 

Dr. McGillicuddy then gave tbe In- 
dlaus a talk, in which he pointed out 
the errors they bad made. He ad- 
vised them to obey the regulations in 
the future. 

WHITE HAT’S SPEECH. 

Lieut. Taylor was asked by the In- 
dians to speak. He said that he knew 
very many of the Ogallalas and was 
satisfied that they were friendly. He 

did not know the Brules so well, but 
was sure that there were good men 
— them. The trouble they had 
experienced had been occasioned by a 
variety of circumstances. In the 

reater partof the Indian trouble he 
had observed that the Indians had 
always a good excuse, and he thought 
that they had some excuse in. this in- 
stance. The trouble was now over, 
and if they wished to remain in peace 
all they had to do was to 
comply with the orders of Gen. 
Miles. hose who had good sense 
should set the example and control the 
younger men. They had turned in 
very few guns, and every one knew 
they bad many more. The Great 
Spirit had so far this winter given ex- 
traordinarily good weather. If a 
blizzard should come up their children 
and women would die, and they and 
the soldiers would suffer. He hoped 
that they would immediately obey 
Gen. Miles, so that the soldiers could 
soon go home. If they gid, some of 
the chiefs would be taken to Washing- 
ton to state their grievances to the 
Great Father. Their rights would be 
recognized by the present officers over 

em. 

GOOD RESULTS EXPECTED. — 
The council closed in the best possi- 
ble humor, the Brules having listened 
intently. Good results are expected 
from the council. Upto this evening 
the Indians have turned over fifty-one 
guns, out of about fourteon hundred 
they are believed to es. Standing 
Elk’s and Little Chief’s bands of Chey- 
ennes left here today for the Tongue 
River Agency, a distance of about four 
bundred miles. They are accompanied

Goodale, Supervisor of Education at 
Pine Ridge, a report of the battle at 
Wounded Knee, She says that ber in- 
formation is chiefly from Indian pris- 
oners engaged in it and persons who 
afterward visited the scene. 
The survivors of Big Foot’s band 
are unanimous in the statement that 
the Indians did not déliberately plan 
Tesistauce. It was not @ war party. 
Many of them were unarmed, intend-

The tepees 
bad already been searched and a large 
number of guns and hatchets 


cated. 

When the searching of the persons of 
the men began the women say that 
they, too, were searched and their 
knives (which they always carry for 


domestic purposes) taken from them. 


A number of men gurrendered their 
rifles und cartridge belts, when one 
young man (described by the Indians 
as a good-for-nothing young fellow) 
fired a single shot. This called forth u 
voiley from the troops, and the firing 
and confusion became general. 
not credit the statements made by 
some“ says the supervisor, that the 
women carried arms and participated 
actively in the fight. The weight of 
testimony is overwhelmingly against 
this supposition. There has been one 
or two isolated cases of this kind, but 
there is no doubt that a great majority 
of the women and children, as well as 
a number of unarmed men, had no 
thought of anything but flight, They 
were pursued up the ravines and shot 
indiscriminately by the soldiers.. 

“The killing of women and children. 
in part, was unavoidable, owing to the 
confusion, but I think that there was 
no doubt of the sex in many cases. 
The party who visited the battlefield 
January 1 reported nearly all the 
bodies of the men lying close to Bi 
Foot’s tent, while the women an 
children were scat along a dis- 
tance of two miles from the scene of 
the encounter.” 


A LEAGUE VICTORY. 


THE PLAYERS’ BROTHERHOOD 
AGREES TO DISSOLVE. 


Baseball Difficulties of Long Stand- 
ing Finally Settled—The Play- 
ers Will Take Their Old 
Places New Rules.

New York, Jau. 16,—{By the As- 
sociated Press.] The baseball war is 
at an end, and the prospects for a suc- 
cessful season are excellent.

Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia (Play- 
ers’ League,) and Washington were 
admitted tothe American Association 
in place of Rochester, Syrecuse, Toledo 
and the Athletics. he American 
Association bought out Rochester for 
$8500, Toledo for $8500 and Syracuse 
for $700. The Boston American Club 
must charge 50 cents admission.

to unite it?’ No, I should get his arm. 
and do it properly, and then ask the 
Lord to unite it. When a man's arm 


is broken, the contracting mus- 
cles cause shortening of the 
limb by the broken portions 


lapping over each other. Just put the 
ends ip place, put on your splints aud 

ask the rd to heal your fracture. I 
should just as soon expect, if i tumbled 
down on the ice, and said ‘Lord pic 
me u that He would doit. He would 
gay et up yourself.’ I donot believe 
in any way you can put it that we are 
to lose our common sense in this mat- 
ter. There is no need of it.“

A TALK WITH DAN FREEMAN, 


Rapid Transit Matters Not Yet Set- 
thled-Mr. Crank Has Not Yet 
Purchased an Interest 
In the Road. 


A number of the raifroad men in Los An 
geles are anxious to see the Passenger 
Acents’ Association, which is now lu ses- 
sion in San Francisco, do something in 
the way ot reducing rates, 

“This matter,” said Dan Freeman to a 
TIMES reporter, yesterday, has been dis- 
cussed guite freely, both on this coast and 
at the Kast, but the magnates do not seem 
to take to it kindly, and I very much fear 
that nothing will be done at the meeting in 
San Francisco. A sixty-day rate would be 
of more benefit to Southern California just 
nom than anything 1 know of. Of course 
quite a numberof people are coming to 
5 uthern Califoraia, but we caunot get tov 
many, and it is the duty of the rail- 
roads to do al in their power tv 
tuduce them to come, At present money 
is Very se in the Exist, aod if we would 
have a big crowd out here this spring and 
summer we must offer them better induce- 
vents than we have offered in the past. I. 
is ail well enough to biow about our fiue 
climate and to tell them now much money 
can be made on ten acres of land, but as 
long as it costs a small fortune to get out 
here only the brave will have the courage 
to give up their homes, where they have 
lived for years, for an uncertainty. But 
cheap rates will bring them, and it is in the 
power of the railrvad peopie ty land 
thousands of people here at small figures, 
As lus Times said yesterday, every man, 
woman and child that is landed on this 
cvast means just so much freight business 
for years to come, and as there is no money 
in passenger business, anyway, there is no 
reason Why the railroads should not do a 
little p.ssenoger cutting with a view to the 
fre gut busiuess in the future. We have 
tom enough in Southern California for 
2,000,000 or 5,000,000 more peop e, and the 
SouLueT they come ihe better it will be for 
the whole country.“

TRAINING THE IMAGINATION. « 


Hou the Novel Brings Different Classes 
; ‘ef Society Into Sympathy. 

There is something pathetic, not whol- 
ly sad, in the thought of the poor boy or 
girl who finds delight in fictitious annals 
in high life. Boy and girl put them- 
selves respectively in the place of hero 
and heroine. They are richly . dressed, 
and in marble halls they taste the sweets 
of elegant leisure, of power and praise. 
“Nothing is either good or bad but 
thinking makes it so,” and imagination 
has nocage. Poverty is beguiled of its 
sting, toil is lightened and ennui gives 
way toa round of noble pleasures and 
dramatic scenes, until the curtain falls 
upon baffled Villainy and triumphant 
virtue. 

Those humble readers are not troubled 
by the doubts and cavilings of the ex- 
acting realist. They are happy in that 
they can takeso much for granted. 
they have not had the real thing they 
think so, and so far as they are con- 
cerned is it not all the same? But high 
life would know low life, too. Scholars 
and courtiers liko Virgil and Horace 
were in love with pastoral scenes and 
rustic pleasures. Marie Antoinette 
would be a dairy maid, and her royal 
husband would be a locksmith. 

In her palatial home the proud beauty 
grows weary of the rolling hours, over 
burdened as they are with the require 
ments of an artificial society and a per 
functory’ courtesy. The ~ millionaire. 
outworn with the care of his wealth, 
looks longingly back to the simple labors 
and untrouble sleep of his youth. The 
statesman, weighed down with responsi- 
bility and beset by importunate suitors 
for favor and infigence, has pensive, re- 
gretful moments in which he reflects 
that even a gratified ambition may have 
cost too much. 

Imagination brings surcease of repin- 
ing, temporarily at least, to all of these 
exalted personages. The democratic 
novel, the romance of low and of com- 
mon life, puts the great in touch with 
pathy possible between the loftiest and 
the lowliest station. : 

We live in many and different worlds 
in reality: we meet and mingle with 
each other in imagination. When we 


| speak of civilization, of enlightened so- 


ciety, of progress, we have in mind a 
comparatively small part of the human 
race. Scratch the skin of a Russian,“ 
said Napoleon, and you will find a 
Tartar.” 

But how much of our civilization is 
more than skin deep? In the great cities 
of Europe and America do we not find a 
barbarous population just beyond the 
purlieus of wealth and fashion, which 
only the fear of the constable keeps in 
check? Is ignorance more dense or vice 
more shameless in any quarter of Peking 
or Hankow than in the slums of New 
York and London? Do we need to go 
upon long journeys or to turn back the 
pages of history to find the lowest depths 
of human degradation? But what do we 
know of those people in their filthy 
hovels and noisome tenements? What 
syinpathy, what tie of human brother- 
hood, what sense of fellowship exists be- 
tween the cultivated and comfortable 
few and the benighted millions of the 
hopeless poor? 

We cannot paint a picture with mere 
statistics. What signifies a unit more

She came ‘to this city two 
years ago to sing in opera under the 
management of Signor Campanini. Her 
teacher was a great favorite in this city 
when she sang here with her husband, 
the famous tenor, over thirty years ago. 
Miss De Vere achieved ah instant and 
brilliant success, and continued the tri- 
umphs she had won in Paris, France, 
Italy, Russia and South America.
